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District council approve £200k 
for protection works at Cobb 


WEST Dorset District Council has ap¬ 
proved £200,000 funding towards the final 
phase of the ongoing coastal protection 
works in Lyme Regis, which will include 
strengthening and renovation of the historic 
Cobb. 

The council’s Executive Committee approved the 
funding on December 15th after officers advised that 
moving forward with the final phase would enable the 
grade I listed Cobb to remain in safe use as an historic 
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harbour and a vital part of the town’s coastal defences. 

The report given to councillors stated: “The Cobb 
is a working harbour, an important historic structure, 
a major tourist attraction and a fundamental element 
of the town’s coast defences. The harbour structures, 
with their rock extensions, form a bay which protects 


the town frontage from storm waves and keeps the 
sand and shingle beaches stable. 

“Progressive movement of the structure is ongoing 
and this is apparent in longitudinal cracking and slab 
separation in both the low and high walkways as the 
main wall gradually spreads. Cracks and damage to 
wall facing are also apparent and raise concern over 
loss of core material and sudden collapse during 
storm conditions.” 

The district council has promoted restoration and 
strengthening of the Cobb as Phase V of the coastal 
protection works since 
the early 1990s. 

The report explained 
that Defra approved the 
Lyme Regis Coast Pro¬ 
tection Strategy in 2003, 
but this agreement ex¬ 
cluded the estimated cap¬ 
ital cost of £3.5million 
for Phase V, pending the 
council’s consideration 
of alternative funding 
sources “given that much 
of the cost is for her¬ 
itage/tourism purposes 
rather than coast protec¬ 
tion”. 

The report continued: 
“Major strengthening 
work to parts of the struc¬ 
ture, comprising piling 
and underpinning of sec¬ 
tions of the footings, re-

POLICE and Community Support Officer (PCSO) 
John Burton has spent his last day on the beat, having 
left the police force after 20 years. 

John first started working for Dorset Police in De¬ 
cember 1996 when he was sworn in as a Special Con¬ 
stable and stationed at Bridport’s original Police 
Station in St Andrew’s Road, now Peelers Court. 

Following the closure of the old station, he was 
moved to the new Tannery Road station and became 
the Section Officer for the Special Constabulary based 
there. 

Duties often involved policing major events in 
Lyme Regis, working from the old Hill Road police 
station site until 2004, including the popular open air 
disco at the end of Lifeboat Week, which he said was 
“quite a challenging shift to work on occasions”. 

In 2007 he became a PCSO with the Lyme Regis 
Neighbourhood Policing Team, working from the 
combined emergency services centre on Hill Road, 
where he spent the rest of his policing career. 

John soon became a familiar face around the town 
and a well-respected member of the Lyme Regis 
team, but said it is now the “right time to move on” 
and he worked his last shifts just before Christmas. 

Commenting on his policing career, John said: “In 
my 20 years a few highlights include the arrest of a 
man dressed as the grim reaper complete with scythe 
during a protest near Sherborne, which gave me a few 
seconds of fame on TV as the protest was being 
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shown on the BBC early evening Sunday news. 

“I can also recall being called out to assist at the 
major fire at the Northover and Gilberts warehouse 
in Bridport and more recently the Regent Cinema in 
Lyme Regis. 

“The Beaminster Tunnel landslide, Mariners Hotel 
lorry crash and the Lyme Regis gas leak are among 
many other notable incidents that also come to mind. 

“The most enjoyable part of my career was policing 
during the unforgettable 2012 Olympic Games and 
experiencing the crowds welcoming the Olympic 
flame, not only in Lyme Regis but also the next day 
in Portland and again at Littlemoor in Weymouth. The 
rain couldn’t dampen the spirit of the crowds who 
were going to enjoy the experience whatever the 
weather. 

“A career in policing gives you a valuable insight 
in to human behaviour and very often the most har¬ 
rowing and difficult jobs are a catalyst for the very 
best in people to come forward and offer help. 

“Major incidents in Lyme Regis are no exception 
and whenever one has occurred during the past 20 
years of my career, I have always been amazed at the 
resilience and resourcefulness of the community here 


to rally round and do all that it can to assist those in 
need. 

“I have been proud to serve alongside the commu¬ 
nity of Lyme Regis and will miss the friendly faces 
that I see whilst carrying out my patrols.” 

Speaking on his decision to leave the force, John 
continued: “I feel that now is the right time to move 
on, and like Nico Rosberg said this year, he was quit¬ 
ting Formula One whilst he still has something left in 
the tank! 

“As for the future, I will be spending more time with 
my family and looking after our chickens and horse 
and I will be considering some alternative part-time 
job offers. 

“I would like to take the opportunity to wish every¬ 
one in Lyme Regis and the surrounding area a safe 
and happy Christmas and a healthy and prosperous 
2017.” 

And John offered one final safety warning for the 
festive season before his departure, commenting: 
“One final and very relevant point at this time of year 
- drink and drug driving affects real people, real fam¬ 
ilies and the whole community. If you are out enjoy¬ 
ing a drink, plan how you are getting home without 
driving and never accept a lift from anyone you be¬ 
lieve to have been drinking or under the influence of 
drugs.”

inforcement of the walls with stainless 
steel rods and masonry repairs, were last 
carried out in the 1980s. Since then the 
council has carried out ad-hoc repairs, 
adding to the patchwork of surfaces 
making up the low walkway. Some areas 
are very uneven and it is not always 
practical to meet conservation require¬ 
ments and eliminate possible trip haz¬ 
ards . More comprehensive repairs to the 
surfaces cannot be implemented until 
the Phase V scheme has been deter¬ 
mined. 

“Several injuries due to trips are re¬ 
ported each year and the surface is diffi¬ 
cult and uncomfortable for wheelchair 
users. Fish landing facilities are poor. 

“Monitoring and structural investiga¬ 
tions, partly funded by English Heritage 
and the Environment Agency, show the 
structures overall to have been reason¬ 
ably stable over the last few years and 
the 1980s strengthening work to be in¬ 
tact and effective. 

“The most frequent problem has been 
storm damage to the low walkway. Her¬ 
itage requirements and limited mainte¬ 


nance funding make strong, durable re¬ 
pairs difficult and the overall condition 
of the surfaces has been gradually dete¬ 
riorating. £170,000 in government emer¬ 
gency grant was spent on repairs and 
advice from English Heritage following 
the 2014 storm damage with the repairs 
also being used as a trial of methods and 
materials for Phase V.” 

The council’s funding of £200,000 
over three years for preparatory work on 
the proposed scheme will be drawn from 
corporate project reserves and will be 
put towards detailed structural studies 
and monitoring; production and assess¬ 
ment of scheme options; a review of his¬ 
torical reports and preparation of a 
Statement of Significance and Assess¬ 
ment of Heritage Impact; financial as¬ 
sessment; public consultation; selection 
and development of a preferred scheme; 
outline design and estimates; applica¬ 
tions for formal consents; production of 
a Project Appraisal Report; statutory 
consultation; securing funding/financial 
contributions; and application to the En¬ 
vironment Agency for formal approval 
and grant. 


Town, district and county councillor 
Daryl Turner commented: “I’m ex¬ 
tremely pleased that the Executive Com¬ 
mittee at WDDC have made this 
decision to allocate the £200,000 espe¬ 
cially in the tough financial times all 
local authorities find themselves in. 

“More importantly is the identification 
of the need to progress this as soon as 
possible. WDDC hold quite large re¬ 
serves through years of prudent finan¬ 
cial management, however, a large 
proportion of this is earmarked, and with 
the future of district councils under 


scrutiny with a very real possibility of 
moving to unitary councils, we must 
consider that some of these monies 
should continue to benefit West Dorset 
residents. 

“If the preparatory works can be com¬ 
pleted as soon as possible, WDDC could 
then consider allocating further funding 
towards the actual works identified. 

“This is quite possibly the best result 
Lyme Regis could have had at this 
stage.”

Last year, a record 600 ducks were sold in the 
half hour before the race started and the organ¬ 
isers are hoping to sell even more this year. 

Town crier Alan Vian said: "There is always a 
great atmosphere on this special occasion as 
Lyme residents and visitors to the town come to¬ 
gether for this first event of the year. 


"Our lights this Christmas have been admired 
by everyone and the committee will be working 
hard to raise enough money to make next year's 
display just as good." 

Ducks will be on sale at the starting line in 
Windsor Terrace from 11,30am New Year's Day, 
with the race starting at 12noon. Crowds will 
then be encouraged to walk to the beach to 
watch the Rotary Club's Lyme Lunge event at 
1pm. 
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Police considering rise in council tax 


POLICE and Crime Commissioner (PCC) Martyn 
Underhill is urging Dorset residents to take part in a 
consultation which will help him decide whether to 
freeze or raise the part of the council tax bill which is 
used to pay for policing in the county. 

In the last five years, Dorset Police’s budget has 
been cut by £19million in real terms by central gov¬ 
ernment and will continue to be cut by £1 million 
every year for the next three years. 

In Dorset, around half of the police budget comes 
from the government and the rest is made up from 
local council tax with the responsibility for setting the 
cost falling to the locally elected PCC. 

Mr Underhill (pictured right) said: “The Chief Con¬ 
stable has formally requested that I raise the precept 
to allow the force to meet the challenges facing polic¬ 
ing. A maximum rise of £3.80 per year in council tax 
would generate £1.07million income, meaning we 
would have roughly the same amount of money as 
this year, taking into account our ongoing government 
cuts. 

“However, we found out today that the government 
has further reduced the amount they give to us in 
order to hold back more money for special initiatives. 

“When the Chancellor announced in November 
2015 that there would be no more cuts to policing, 
this was based on the expectation that PCCs would 
raise the policing element of the council tax bill every 
year until 2019. 

“I’d like to thank residents for supporting a rise last 
year. Without it, the force would have had to lose 23 
operational police officers and seven police staff ded¬ 
icated to frontline operational support.” 

Last year, more than 4,000 residents responded to 
the consultation with 82 per cent supporting a rise. 
This money was invested in: 

• Employing extra investigators dedicated to investi¬ 
gating child abuse and protecting vulnerable children; 

• Helped to create a Multi-Agency Safeguarding Hub 


with partners such 
as councils and the 
NHS, to increase 
joined-up working 
to protect vulnera¬ 
ble people; 

• Increasing the 
number of officers 
in the cybercrime 
intelligence and 
investigation 
team, and enhanc¬ 
ing the software 
available to them 
to identify sexual 
and violent of¬ 
fenders; 

• Recruitment of a dedicated cyber-crime prevention 
officer to educate businesses and residents on staying 
safe online; 

• Relaunching the Dorset Police website to make it 
easier to access information, interact with local 
Neighbourhood Policing Teams and to report crime 
online. 

Assistant Chief Constable Mark Cooper said: “Last 
year’s precept increase made a real difference to 
policing in Dorset - helping us to tackle new threats 
and to improve our use of technology, both in inves¬ 
tigations and engagement with the public. 

“Again, we are facing financial pressures in real 
terms. While we’d obviously remain able to respond 
to emergencies and carry out other critical tasks, bud¬ 
get reductions make it difficult to innovate and im¬ 
prove how we work. 

“If Dorset residents support a relatively small rise 
to council tax contributions, we are again pledging to 
invest in specific areas that we have been told are im¬ 
portant to local people. You would also see these im¬ 
provements happening quickly over the next year.” 


If council tax were to be raised in 2017/18, this 
would be invested in: 

• Protecting adults at risk of harm: including enhanc¬ 
ing our ability to prevent and investigate abuse of 
older people, which is a trend in Dorset and nation¬ 
ally; 

• Improving our response to common, non-emer¬ 
gency types of crime: investing in Appointment Cars 
to visit victims and take details at prearranged times 

• Continue to embrace new technology: including 
further enhancements to Dorset Police’s website, 
such as the ability to make payments online rather 
than by post. 

Mr Underhill continued: “Policing requires constant 
investment to allow officers to keep up with ever 


changing techniques being adopted by criminals. 
However, it is also important we balance the needs 
of the police service with the financial demands on 
families in Dorset. 

“My office will also be undertaking a number of 
roadshow events in January 2017, throughout the 
county, offering residents a further opportunity to let 
me know what they think.” 

Following feedback from Dorset residents, the 
commissioner will put his precept proposals to the 
Police and Crime Panel on February 3rd 2017 for 
their comments. Once the commissioner has listened 
to their views he will make his final decision.

Think before you call police 


THE festive season is always a busy time for emer¬ 
gency services and, as part of this year’s Christmas 
campaign, Dorset Police is asking residents to think 
carefully before they call and consider using the ‘Do 
it Online’ service available. 

Last December, more than 34,000 calls to 101 were 
received in the Dorset Police force command centre. 
This is approximately 2,000 calls every day. 

Dorset Police ran a six week campaign over the 
summer months in an effort to reduce call waiting 
times in the force command centre, an enquiry or re¬ 
port an incident online, and examples of the calls re¬ 
ceived that are not police matters were published. 

These have included people calling for a taxi, ask¬ 
ing for directions, reporting issues with seagulls and 
wanting to report a hairdresser for a bad haircut. 

While progress has been made, a large number of 
calls are still being received to 101 that are for other 
agencies or not appropriate calls for the police. 

Kevin Sargent, Dorset Police operations manager 


for contact management, said: “Call handlers work 
extremely hard answering call after call, politely and 
helpfully. 

“We know that at times there are queues, particu¬ 
larly at our peak times between 4pm and 7pm and we 
are working to address this. We are constantly recruit¬ 
ing new staff and are about to introduce new shift pat¬ 
terns to reduce waiting times. 

“Please carefully consider whether your call is 
something the police can help with, before picking 
up the phone. 

“For every call we are dealing with that is not a po¬ 
lice matter, someone else who needs police assistance 
has to wait. Thank you in advance for your co-oper¬ 
ation during this busy festive period.” 

Dorset Police are always there to help in an emer¬ 
gency and if a crime is in progress or a life is in dan¬ 
ger, always dial 999.

"I joined the Special Constabulary to give some¬ 
thing back to the community and be part of a team. 
I continue to walk away from each shift with a sense 
of achievement that I have made a difference in the 
time I have been on duty."

It's always been a way of life for the 
Danes, and this autumn saw it snuggle into 
our everyday vocabulary too. 

VERDICT: Keep! Simple, feel-good and 
basically achievable every day. What's not to 
love? 

SEAWEED - First came 'courgetti', and then 
2016 saw an incoming tide of seaweed 
'pasta'. There's a lot going for it: it's 
sustainable, easy to farm, highly nutritious, 
gluten-free and low-cal - if a tad salty. 

VERDICT: Keep - BUT it's currently too 
expensive to make it onto our regular 
shopping lists (expect to pay almost £6 for a 
lOOg bag, while you can easily get a 500g 
bag of real pasta for £1). 


FLAVOURED NUT BUTTER - The nut butter 
aisles got a LOT more interesting this year, 
with palm oil-free brands like Pip and Nut 
bringing us delights such as Honey 
Cinnamon Cashew Butter and Coconut 
Almond Butter. Omega-3 and protein- 
packed goodness and added flavour. 

VERDICT: Keep! And Pip & Nut have just 
announced they're launching 1KG tubs... 
Happy New Year! 

CLEAN EATING - Nobody's really sure what it 
means... Is it just healthy, proper food all 
made from scratch, no additives etc?! But, 
haven't people been doing that for, urn, 
ever? And does it only count as 'clean eating' 
if you post it on social media? Maybe we're 
missing something but, either way, it's smug, 
and ain't nothing wrong with a good 'ol dirty 
burger every once in a while. 

VERDICT: Bin. #PleaseStop 

WAIST TRAINING - The Kardashians could 
post selfies of themselves drenched in cow 
dung and somebody (read: many) would 
give it a go, so of course, when they start 
posting snaps of themselves sporting waist 
trainers - basically super-tight corsets - and 
even working out with them on, cue a flurry 
of copycat attempts to get 'waisted'. 

VERDICTS: Bin. Sticking the word 'trainer' in 
the title doesn't change what it is. A corset 
doesn't promote fat loss or muscle tone. It 
just squashes you (and your organs).

the 
of 2016 
ap¬ 
proaching, I 

thought it would be 
fitting to appraise 
my adventures in 
theatreland over 
the last 12 months. 
It’s been an epic 
year, as I’ve visited 
over 30 amateur 
shows and around 
150 different profes¬ 
sional productions. 
I’ve revisited some 
of my favourite 
long running musi¬ 
cals, including 
Wicked (which I 
watched eight 
times), Kinky Boots 
(five times) and The 
Phantom of the 
Opera (just twice!). 

I have also met 
and interviewed 
around 50 celebri¬ 
ties of varying de¬ 
grees of fame 
including Sir Ian 



McKellen (intelli¬ 
gent and imposing), 
Catherine Tate 
(frosty), David Has- 
selhoff (bizarre) 
and one of my mu¬ 
sical theatre idols, 
Ruthie Henshall, 
who was an ab¬ 
solute delight. The 
highlight however, 
was when I got to 
have coffee with 
some of the real 
Calendar Girls, who 
were promoting a 
new musical based 
on their story, 
which has been 
written by Gary 
Barlow and Tim 
Firth and will open 
in the West End 
early next year. I 
was taken with how 
passionate they are 
about the charity 
they set up over 18 
years ago to raise 
money for victims 
of blood cancer and 



their families- truly 
inspirational. 

I also caught 
some new shows 
including Harry 
Potter and the 
Cursed Child (awe¬ 
some, but I had a 
nap), Dreamgirls 
(superb), Half a 
Sixpence (glorious) 
and Aladdin 
(heart-warming) 
plus a few, which 
have already been 
and gone like 
Groundhog Day, 
Guys and Dolls, 
Funny Girl, and 
Mrs. Henderson 
Presents.

Four promotions on the horizon in May? 



AS 2016 draws to a close it's time 
to assess where the region's foot¬ 
ball teams are placed at effec¬ 
tively the halfway point of the 
current season. 

LYME REGIS have enjoyed im¬ 
mediate success with back-to- 
back promotions after moving up 
into the Devon & Exeter League 
back in August 2014 and there 
appears to be no reason why The 
Seasiders cannot make that three 
in row. 

They currently sit in fourth place 
in Division Two but, with games in 
hand, on the top three remain in 
the running for a top three finish. 

The loss of 175-goal striker Joe 
Bond who is away travelling was 
a blow to Manager Robin 
Townsend and his experienced 
coaching pairing of Steve Crabb 
and Mark Lock. But the goalscor¬ 
ing duties have been shared 


around and this has not been a 
major problem. 

The major plus has been the 
emergence of a trio of talented 
teenagers in midfielders Kieren 
Daniel and Cody Bowditch, Kings¬ 
ley Wellman who has shown 
steady improvement in the back 
four and Rhys Hayter whose fit¬ 
ness and pace are improving and 
is beginning to lead the front line 
in imposing fashion. 

Lyme currently have three 
home and seven away games re¬ 
maining. These include key bat¬ 
tles at home and away against 
title favourites Cronies FC and 
second placed Colyton. 

The team pulled one of their 
greatest cup victories ever wit¬ 
nessed at the Davey Fort in beat¬ 
ing Premier Division outfit 
Heavitree United 2-1 in the East 
Devon Senior Cup earlier this

Their progress will be tested by 
an even sterner test away at Pre¬ 
mier Division title-chasers New¬ 
town in the quarter final. 

LYME REGIS RESERVES are 
also well placed in their quest for 
promotion from the D&E Division 
Six. The key to their success will 
be their form at the Davey Fort 
where they still have to play 10 of 
their 13 remaining matches. 

Gerard Hitchcock's team cur¬ 
rently have the best defence in 
the Division while the goals are 
starting to flow at the other end 
with form of strikers Fred Parsons 
and Dec Ellis. 

There is also the added incen¬ 


tive of Football Express Cup home 
quarterfinal against Division Five 
side Whipton & Pinhoe who re¬ 
cently had five players sent off in 
a league game at Millwey Rise!
